The Germans Favor the American’ 


Hog. 
WASHINGTON, December 15. 

The State Department received from 
Wolfgang Schoenle, United States 
Consul at Breman, Germany, a report 
containing a synopsis of a letter re- 
.cently sent Bismarek by the Chamber 
of Commerce of Bremen, protesting 
against the prohibition of the impor- 
tation of American pork. The protest 
sets forth: First, That American 
pork, on account of its wholesomeness 
and cheapness, enters largely into the 
diet of the working classes, and has 
become an indispensable article of food. 
In spite of the large steady growing 


consumption, not a single case of} 


tricdhinosis has been brought to the 
notice of the authorities. Second, 
That the prohibition of the importa- 
tion of American hog prodacts is very 
likely to suggest to the United States 


that Government should impose a 
prohibitory¥ duty on German stockings 
and knit goods, it would inflict upon 
German, manufacturers, a 
neatly. $5,000,000 per aunum, and re- 
duce whole communities to destitution. 
In view of these considerations, the 
Chamber submits the following to the 
Imperial Chancellor: ‘“ We most re- 
spectfully petition your serene High- 
néss to intercede and inte rself 
that the import of American pork pro- 
ducts to set free again. Consul 
Schoenle says that protests and peti- 
tions similar to this have been sent to 
Bismarck from all the prominent 
German ports.

The Enterprise gays the wife of 
James Mahoney watchman at 
Shaft No. 2 on the .ine of the Sutro 
tunnel, was murdered yesterday 
afternoon by being beaten on the 
head with some blunt instrument. 
The husband has been arrested om 
the charge of having committed the 
murder, aud is now lodged in the 
county jail. .he house occupied by 
Mahoney and wife is near No. 2 
shaft, and about three miles from 
Virginia City. It is a lonely spot 
where the wagon road to Sutro 
passes above the house, though 
there is a cut-off trail that ruus 
near it. The couple lived there 
alone. 

THE FIRST NEWS OF THE MURDER 
Came from Mahoney himself. W. 
W. Booher, Principal of the Sutro 
public school, was on his way to 
Virginta on foot, when he was over- 
taken by Mahoney, who was 
mounted on a mule. As soon as he 
saw Mr. Booher, Mahoney began to 
ery: “O, murder, murder. Some- 
body has killed my old woman !’’ 
He then said he did not know that 


his wife was dead, and wanted a 
doctor. Seeing that Mahcney was 
a good deal intoxicated, Mr. Booher 
sent him back to look after his wife, 
and, mounting the mule, came into 
town and gave notice to the au- 
thorities. 

WHAT MAHONEY TOLD MR. BOOHER. 


Mahoney told Mr. Booher that he 
heft the house about 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon to go hunting, and did not 
return till about 5 o’clock, when he 
found his wife lying dead outside of 
the house. He said the house had 
been robbed of $80 in coin and some 
checks for small amounts, and that 
there were two bullet holes in his 
wife’s forehead. 

WHAT THE OFFICEBS FOUND. 


Sheriff Brown and Deputy Me- 
Gowan at once went out to the 
shaft. The Coroner, Dr. Conn, 
Constable Ballard, Undertaker 
Charies Brown and others also went 
out to the place. Mahoney was 
found sitting near the body and still 
under the influence of liquor, He 
told Sheriff Brown that he had gone 
out to look for quails, and wheu he 
came back found his wife had been 
murdered. He said that he had 
four — at the house; he took one 
with him, and when he came home 
he found his wife dead, the house 
robbed and the three guns gone. 

The body of Mrs. Mahoney was 
found lying some 15 feet south of 
the house. The kitchen is in that 
end of the house, and from the 
kitchen door a walk leads south 
along a bank to a road or trail. 
From the walk down to where the 
body was lying is about four feet. 
Near the head, as it lay on the 
ground, was a post, and the post 
was spatt2red with blood. _ About 
the kitchen door, and on the walls 
near the door, blood was spattered. 
The kitchen is the first room at the 
south end of the house, then come 
two bed-rooms, and beyond these is 
a door opening out of the north end 
of the house. Blood was spattered 
about this north door. 

THE WOUNDS FOUND ON THE BODY 
Were principally about the head. 
The whole left side of the face is 
crushed in as though with a rock 
or the back of a poll-pick. Along 
down the left side of the nose was a 

h about an inch deep and some 
ourinches long. Over the right 
eye was a deep cut. The knees 
were found to be scratched, as if the 
body had been dragged over rough 

vel. In the houseacbair was 
ound to be broken, as though ina 
scuffle. In the pocket of the dead 
womap’s dress, wrap iu a piece 
of paper, were found 75 cents in 
silver coins. 

Nothing about the house showed 

al been ransacked in search 
of valuables. Some of the clothes 
had been removed from one of the 
beds, but Mahoney said he took 
them out and put them over the 
body of his wife to keep her warm 
till he could come into town and 
get a doctor. 

The Sheriff asked Mahoney how 
it ned that his hands were not 
bloody. He said that he washed 
them for fear a mightthink he 
had killed his wi Seeing a tele- 
one in the house, the Sheriff 
asked why he did not telephone to 
Sutro or his city when he found 
that his wife was dead. Mahohey 
said the telephone was out of order 
and would not work. The Sheriff 
at once tried the fustrument and 
found that it was in perfect order, 

Those who visi the scene of 
the murder, believe that it was 
committed quite late in the evening 
as the body was still warm, a 
when it was lifted, a steam arose 
from a pool of blood that was 


under it. 
It is said that Mre. Makoney was 


»parties formerly resided here, on E 
street, near the Savage works, and 
were well known to many citizens.

Sheriff Brown will go out to the 
house this morning and examine it 
and all the surroundings by day- 
light, as it was dark last evenin 
| before anyone from thiscity reached 
the spot. There were rumors last 
evening of one or two men having 
been seen in the neighborhood of 
the house during the aftertr.oon. 

Superintendent Thomas of the 
Sutro tunnel sent two men to the 
house last night to take charge of it 
and watch there until morning.
